Some Cake Recipes. 

W HITE CAKE.—I’ut the white of 
one egg in a cup and till it with 
sweet milk and turn it into your 
mixing bowl. Into your sifter put two 
cupfuls of sifted Hour, one cupful 
sugar, a little salt and two level tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder. Sift it into 
tlie bowl, mix and then add two table¬ 
spoonfuls. rounded, of soft butter (not 
molted), and flavor with either lemon, 
vanilla or almond, whichever you pre¬ 
fer. Beat il well for ten minutes, as 
beating is tlie feature of this cake. You 
can bake it in either a sheet or angel 
cake tin. tlreuse your pan well with 
lard, not butter, and put in a little 
flour and shake ii around and shake 
out what flour does not stick to pan. 

Layer Cake. One cupful of sugar 
creamed with a piece of s«.t't butter the 
Uize of an egg. Then beat in one egg. 
three-fourths cupful sweet milk, one 
and one-lmlf cupfuls pastry flour with 
one and ono-lmlf teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, flavor and bake it in two round 
pans. 

Make a filling aud frosting of a tea¬ 
spoonful of butter and a teaspoonful of 
vanilla, two tablespoonfuls hot water 
and confectioner’s sugar to beat it soft 
enough to spread. Take out half of it 
for frosting and in tlie other half stir 
In some chopped nuts or chopped 
raisins for the tilling. This cake can 
be baked in one pan and frost if you 
wish instead of two layers. 

Mocha Cake.—One cupful sugar, two 
eggs well beaten, one cupful sifted 
flour, one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, one teaspoonful vanilla. 
Mix together, then add one-half cupful 
boiling milk to wHiich lias been added 
one teaspoonful of butter. Beat to¬ 
gether vigorously. With tills use a 
frosting made with about two cupfuls 
confectioner’s sugar. But in bowl and 
make a deep hole in center, place a 
piece of butter the size of a walnut in 
center. Heat four or five tablespoon, 
fuls of strong left over coffee and pour 
enough on butter to melt it and make 
desired consistency; then add a square 
of melted chocolate. Beat well. You 
will find this makes a most excellent 
frosting. 

Lemon Cheese Cake.—Half pound 
lump sugar, three beaten eggs, two

This is Liberty Bell day at the ex¬ 
position and it will be the most 
notable since the exposition opened, j 

The Liberty Bell ceremony, which 
will begin at 11:30 o’clock this morn¬ 
ing, will reach the apex of exposition 
demonstrations in popular interest 
and deep significance, and the de¬ 
partment of admissions is preparing 
to handle one of the banner crowds of 
the year. 

The Liberty Bell Day program will 
begin with a parade almost entirely 
military in character. Soldiers from 
the Presidio and all the forts around 
the bay and sailors and marines from 
the battleships will be included. 
Naval reserves from Yerba Buena 
island, the California Grays and 
other military bodies will be in the 
line of march. 

A new feature to military parades 
will be the entrance of the eight 
armored motor cars which have just 
completed a 2000-mile test trip from 
the middle west. 

The Liberty Bell will be near the 
end of the parade. It will be followed 
by the cavalry, which takes this posi¬ 
tion as a special guard. 

The exposition program includes 
addresses by many notables, chief 
among whom is speaker of the house 
of representatives Champ Clark, who 
has come across the continent for this 
day. Other speakers will be Governor 
Hiram W. Johnson, Mayor Rolph and 
Joseph P. Gaffney, representing the 
city of Philadelphia. 

At the conclusion of the official re¬ 
ception to the bell the relic will be 
placed on exhibition in the Philadel¬ 
phia building, where it will remain 
for five days according to present 
plans, and then start on its return 
trip. 

There will be an immense throng 
to visit the fair to-day to get their 
first sight of the bell.

ORDINANCE NO. 82. 


An Ordinance Amending Section 15 of 
Ordinance No. 59 of the City of South 
San Francisco Entitled “An Ordinance 
Licensing- and Regulating the Traffic, 
Vending and Disposing of Spirituous, 
Ualt and Fermented Liquors and 
Wines, and Any Admixture Thereof, 
in the City of South San Francisco,’’ 
Passed and Adopted the 4th Day of 
November, 1912. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. Section 15 of Ordinance 
No. 59 of the City of South San 1 ran- 
cisco entitled "An Ordinance licensing 
and regulating the traffic, vending and 
disposing of spirituous, malt and fer¬ 
mented liquors and wines, or any ad¬ 
mixture thereof, in the City of South 
San 1 rancisco,” passed and adopted the 
4th day of November, 1912, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 15. The rate of license fee 
under this ordinance shall be and is as 
follows: 

a. Each holder of a permit for, or 
license under “Class A” license, shall 
pay therefor, in advance, a license tax 
or fee of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), 
per quarter year of three months; pro¬ 
vided, however, that each holder of a 
"Class A” license, whose place of busi¬ 
ness is located west of Chestnut Avenue 
in said City of South San Francisco 
shall pay therefor, in advance, a license 
tax or fee of Sixty-two and 50-100 Dol¬ 
lars ($62.50) per quarter year of three 
months. 

b. Each holder of a permit for, or 
license under a “Class B” license, shall 
pay therefor, in advance, a license tax 
or fee of Eighteen and 75-100 Dollars 
($18.75) per quarter year of three 
months. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper, printed, published 
and circulated in the City of South San 
Francisco, and shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the expiration 
of thirty days after the date of its pas¬ 
sage. 

Introduced this 28th day of June, 
1915.

An Ordinance, Granting to the Pacitlc 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
Its Successors and Assigns, the Right 
to Place, Erect and Maintain Poles, 
WireB and Other Appliances and Con¬ 
ductors and to Lay Underground Con¬ 
ductors for Wires for the Transmis¬ 
sion of Electricity for Telephone and 
Telegraph Purposes, in, Upon, and 
Under the Streets, Alleys, Avenues, 
Thoroughfares and Public Highways, 
in the City of South San Francisco, 
State of California, and to Exercise 
the Privilege of Operating Telephone 
and Telegraph Instruments and of 
Doing a Telephone and Telegraph 
Business Within Said City of South 
San Francisco. 


Whereas, All matters, acts, and things 
precedent to the granting of the fran¬ 
chise hereinafter set forth have hereto¬ 
fore happened, been done and performed 
in due form of law.

Francisco, poles, wires anil other appli¬ 
ances and conductors for the transmis¬ 
sion Of electricity for telephone and 
I telegraph purposes; such wires and 
j other appliances and conductors may be 
strung on poles and other fixtures above 
| ground at tlie option of tlie said grantee, 
its successors, and assigns, or may be 
laid underground in pipes or conduits 
or otherwise protected, and such other 
apparatus may be used as may be 
necessary or proper to operate and 
maintain the same. 

Section 2. Whenever wires are strung 
on poles, such poles shall be of height 
sufficient to carry the wires at a mini¬ 
mum height of twenty (20) feet above 
(tie ground. Wherever possible poles 
shall lie set in the alleys of said city 
and shall be placed in such a manner 
as will least interfere with travel 
thereon. When conduits are used to 
convey wires, such conduits shall be 
placed, wherever possible, in the park¬ 
ing spaces between curbs and sidewalks 
except where it is necessary to cross 
streets or alleys. Where poles are 
placed on streets they must be located 
as nearly as possible upon the prolonga¬ 
tions of lines separating lots. 

Section 3. It shall be lawful for said 
the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, its successors and assigns, to 
make all needful excavation in any of 
such streets, alleys, avenues, thorough¬ 
fares and public highways in said City 
of South San Francisco for the purpose 
of placing, erecting, laying and main¬ 
taining poles or other supports or con¬ 
ductors for said wires or repairing, re¬ 
moving or replacing the same. Said 
work shall be done in compliance with 
the necessary rules, regulations, ordi¬ 
nances or orders which may, during the 
continuance of this franchise, be adopted 
from time to time by the Board of 
Trustees of said City of South San 
Francisco. 

Section 4. Whenever the Pacific Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall disturb any 
of the streets, for the purpose aforesaid, 
it or they shall restore the same to 
good order and condition as soon as 
practicable without unnecessary delay, 
and failing to do so the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of said City of South San Francisco 
shall have the right to fix a reasonable 
time within which such repairs and 
restoration of streets shall be com- 
nleted, and upon failure of such repairs 
being made by said Company, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, the said Board of 
Trustees shall cause such repairs to he 
made at the expense of said the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, its 

successors and assigns 

Section 5. Nothing in this ordinance 


snail be construed in any way to pre¬ 
vent tne proper authorities of said City 
oi noutn man Francisco troni sewering, 
grauing, planning, lociung, paving, ie- 
paiiing, altering, or improving any ot 
ine sneeis, alleys, avenues, tuorougn- 
tares anu puone nignways or places 
wiinin said City oi ooulu ban Fran¬ 
cisco in or upon winch tne poies, wires 
or other conuuctors of said Company 
snail ot} placed, out ail such worn or 
improvement snail be uone, if possible, 
so as not to obstruct or prevent the tree 
use ot said poles, wires, conuuctors, 
conduits, pipes or other apparatus, bam 
City snail not be liable to said grantee 
tor any necessary interruption ot tele¬ 
phone anu telegraph service, wnile mak¬ 
ing sUcn improvements or repairs. 

section b. in consiueratmn of the 
right and privileges hereby granted, tne 
City of boutn ban Francisco shall nave 
anu the said, tne Paeilic Telephone and 
telegraph Company hereby grants to it, 
during the life of this franchise, tlie 
right and privilege to place, where aerial 
construction exists, a lixture on tne tops 
ot poles erected and maintained under 
this franchise to whicli may be attached 
wires not exceeding four, and where 
underground conduit exists the said 
grantee shall furnish said City of boutii 
sail Francisco with one duct in its 
underground system, or two pairs ot 
wires in underground cable free of 
charge to said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco to be used lor low tension police 
and tire alarm purposes, it being under¬ 
stood that it shall be optional witli the 
grantee as to whether two pairs of 
wires shall be given or a duct in the 
underground system; provided, however, 
that said City of South San Francisco 
shall in its use and maintenance of such 
fixtures, wires or duct comply with the 
i casonable plans and rules of said 
grantee, so that there may be a mini¬ 
mum danger of contact between tlie 
said wires, cables or ducts of said 
grantee, its successors or assigns; nor 
shall the wires of said City be unduly 
exposed to foreign electrical currents in 
excess of five thousand volts; and, pro¬ 
vided, further, that in case of rearrange¬ 
ment of the said plant, the said City of 
South San Francisco will care for its 
own wires and construction, and will 
save the grantee harmless from any ac¬ 
cidents caused by such construction. 

Section 7. Said grantee hereby grants 
to said City of South San Francisco, 
during the term of this franchise, the 
use of Three (3) telephones without 
cost to said City for an unlimited num¬ 
ber of calls throughout the region 
within which no toll or extra charge 
shall be required of any telephone sub¬ 
scriber of said grantee in said City of 
South San Francisco. 

Section 8. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise shall, upon the determination of 
the fact that it is the successful bidder 
file a bond running to the City of Soutli 
San Francisco, with at least two (2) 
good and sufficient sureties to lie ap¬ 
proved by said Board of Trustees, in 
the penal sum of One Thousand (1,000) 
Dollars, conditioned that said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall well 
and truly observe, fulfill and perform 
each and every condition of said fran¬ 
chise, and that in case of any breach of 
condition of such bond, then the whole 
of the penal sum therein named shall 
be takep and be deemed to be liquidated 
damages, and shall be recoverable from 
tlie principal and sureties upon said 
bond, said bond shall be filed with the 
Board of Trustees within five days alter 
tins i rune hi se is awarded, and beiore 
tile final passage ot tins ordinance. 

Section 9. f ne graniee, of said fran¬ 
chise ami privilege, its successors and 
assigns, must uuung me Hie oi said 
lranchise pay to the City ot Souiii Gan 
i'rancisco, two per cent t2 per cent) oi 
tlie gross annual receipts of the said 
gianiee, . its successors and assigns, 
arising from tlie use, operation or pos¬ 
session oi' said franchise or privilege, 
and any telephone or telegrapn system 
to lie constructed under and in pursu¬ 
ance ot. said franchise and privilege* 
provided, however, that no percentage 
shall be paid for tne first live (5) years 
succeeding tlie going into effect ot tlie 
ordinance granting said franchise; and 
mat thereafter such percentage shall be 
payable annually; and in event such 
payment is not made said franchise 
snail lie immediately, upon tlie failure 
In make said payment, at the time tlie 
same shall fall due, by said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, forfeited. 

Section 10. However, nothing in tills 
ordinance shall lie construed as releas¬ 
ing tlie said grantee from the proper 
compliance witli any police rule or regu¬ 
lation, now in effect or which the public 
convenience or necessity may demand 
Horn time to time and which may lie 
adopted by I lie Board of Trustees oi* the 
l ily oi South San Francisco during tlie 
life of this franchise.
